Subject. — Scheme for licensing of cotton textiles for export to the U.K. from 
India—Quota for 1965. 

No. P. N. (U.K, Licensing)/8 of 1964 .— 1. The Scheme relates to the export, 
under the quota for 1965, from India to the U.K., of cotton manu¬ 
factures whether in the piece or made-up including garments but 
excluding cotton carpets, cotton rugs, cotton durries, cotton shawls 
and all handloom manufactures other than the variety known ai 
“Bleeding Madras” and garments made therefrom and handloom 
striped bed spreads known as “Etawah stripes". 

2 For purposes of licensing, the shipment period will be from 1st December, 
1964, to 30th November, 1965. 

8. Shipment covered by licences issued in India as from Decembei 1, 1964. 
should not reach the U.K. before January 1, 1905. 

4 . Licences under the Scheme shall be issued by the Joint Chief Controller 

of Imports and Exports, Bombay, on the basis of quota certificates 
issued by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council. Bombay 
(Texprocil). 

5. Licences shall be valid for shipment from any port in India. 

8 . Licences and quotas will not be transferable, without the express consent 
in writing of the U.K- Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee. 

7. Quotas will be allotted by the U.K. Textiles Licensing Advisory Com¬ 
mittee through the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council. The 
U.K. Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee consists of three repre¬ 
sentatives nominated bv the Indian Cotton Mills’ Federation, three 
representatives nominated by Texprocil, one representative nominat¬ 
ed by the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay, and 
one representative nominated by the Textile Commissioner, Bombay. 

8 In case of re-exrort quotas and licences, the Joint Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports, Bombay, will issue re-export licences on the 
basis of quota certificates which' will be given by the Cotton Textiles 
Export Promotion Council on receipt of the copy of Re-export Under¬ 
taking from the exporter. 
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9. Ill case where the quota originally Intended for retention is re-exported, 
the exporter shall have to furnish the replacement certificate Issued 
by the UK. Board of Trade on the basis of which a SR quota certi¬ 
ficate will he issued. Against this certificate the Joint Chief Control¬ 
ler of Imports and Exports, Bombay, will issue licence. 

10. All shipments of cotton textiles made during each month from any port 

in India shall he reported by the exporters concerned to the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council by the 10th of the next month. 

11. A charge of Rs, 2' 50 per 10,000 sq. yards will be levied by Texprodl for 

the issue of quotas. 

12. The U.K. Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee is empowered to frame 

rules and regulations from time to time infer alia to provide for the 
conditions to be complied with by an applicant before he would be 
entitled to quotas. 

13 The present UK. Textile Licensing Advisory Committee shall also (a) 
supervise the entire scheme; (b) keep watch over the performance 
from time to time; (cl interpret and give decision on various matters 
arising out of the operation of the scheme; and (d) make such change* 
in the scheme as the Licensing Advisory Committee may consider it 
from time to time. The Committee shall have the right to withhold 
or cancel quotas, reject applications for quotas without assigning any 
reason,

Subject.— Scheme for the licensing 0} experts of cotton yarn from India to 
tha U.K. for the year 1066. 

No. P.N. (U.K, Licensing)/ 9 of 1964. — 1. The Scheme relates to the export 
of cotton yarn from India to the U.K. under the quota for 1065. 

2. For the purpose of licensing, the shipment period will be from 1st Decem¬ 
ber, 1964, to 30th November, 1065. 

8. Shipments covered by licences issued in India as from December 1, 1964, 
Btiouid not reach the U.K. before January 1, 1963. 

4. Licences under the Scheme shall be Issued by the Joint Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports, Bombay, on the basis of quota certificate* 
issued by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay, 

0. Licences shall be valid for shipment from any port in India. 

6. Licences and quotas will not be transferable, without the express consent 

in writing of the U.K. Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee. 

7, Quotas to Established Exporters will be allotted by the U.K- Textiles 

Licensing Advisory Committee through the Cotton Textiles Export 
Promotion Council on the basis of the total exports to the U.K. each 
of the exporters during the 12 months i.e. 1st December, 1963, to 30th 
November, 1964. 

8, Certain quantity of yam will be set aside for allotment to new comers. 

9. The U.K. Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee consists of three repre¬ 

sentatives each nominated by the Indian Cotton Mills’ Federation, 
Bombay and the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council. Bombay 
and one rcpiesentativc each nominated by the Joint Chief Controller 
of imports and Exports, Bombay, and the Textile Commissioner, 
Bombay. 
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10. The procedure lor re-export quotas and licences is that on the basis of 

RE quota certificates issued by the Cotton Textiles Exports Promotion 
Council on receipt of a copy of the RE undertaking from the exporter, 
the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay, will issue 
RE licences. 

11. In cases where the quota originally intended for retention Is re-exported, 

the exporter shall have to furnish the replacement certificate issued 
by the U.K, Board of Trade on the basis of which a SR quota certi¬ 
ficate will be Issued by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council. 
Against this certificate, the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, Bombay, will issue a SR licence. 

12. All shipments made against licences issued by the Joint Chief Controller 

of Imports and Exports. Bombay, during each month, will be reported 
by the 10th of the next month to the Cotton Textiles Export Promo¬ 
tion Council in the prescribed manner. 

li. A charge of Rg. 5 for 10,600 lbs. of yarn will be levied by the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council for the issue of quota certificates. 

14 . The U.K. Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee is empowered to frame 
rules and regulations from time to time, inter alia to provide for the 
conditions to be complied with by an applicant before he would be 
entitled to quotas. 

li. The U.K. Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee shall also (a) supervise 
the entire scheme; (b) keep watch over the performance from time to 
time; (c) interpret and give decision on various matters arising out 
of the operation of the Scheme; and (d) make such changes in the 
Scheme as the Licensing Advisory Committee may consider fit from 
time to time. The Licensing Advisory Committee shall have the 
right to withhold or cancel quotas, and also reject applications for 

S ' as. The Licensing Advisory Committee’s decision on all matters 
be final and binding,

Extension of date of shipment. 

No. P.N. (U.Ki Licensing)/10 of 1964.—Attention is Invited to para 2 of Public 
Notice No. P.N. (U.K. Licensing)/2 of 1964 published by the former Ministry of 
International Trade, New Delhi in Part I Section 1 of Gazette of India dated the 
26th December, 1963. 

It has now been decided to extend the shipment period for export of cotton 
yam from India to the U.K. upto 31st March, 1965. It may however be noted that 
the extension beyond 31st December, 1964, shall be allowed only to the exporters 
who have effected shipment of 75% of their entjre 1964 quotas hy 31st December, 
1964.
